Applicants have improperly amended the paragraphs. 

(2) The amended paragraph beginning at page 50, line 26, of 
the specification also merely replaced the term "S5000" in the 
previously disclosed phrase "Solsperse S5000 " (emphasis added) 
with the term -- S24000sc without the proper markings to 
indicate deleted text and to indicated added text. Applicants 
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have improperly amended the paragraph. 

37 CFR 1.121(b) (1) (ii) states that "[t]he full text of any 
replacement paragraph with markings to show all the changes 
relative to the previous version of the paragraph. The text of 
any added subject matter must be shown by underlining the added 
text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike - 
through except that double brackets placed before and after the 
deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer 
consecutive characters . . ." (emphasis added). 

The "Amendment to the claims" section filed on Feb. 24,

Item E: (1) The amendment to claim 14, labeled "currently 
amended," does not comply with 37 CFR 1.121 because the 
previously recited phrases "for charging," "for irradiating," 
"transferer for transferring," and "for fixing" in originally 
filed claim 14 have been merely replaced with the phrases 
-- configured to charge --, -- configured to irradiate --, 
-- transferor configured to transfer --, and -- configured to 
fix --, respectively, without the proper markings to indicate 
deleted text and to indicated added text. Applicants have 
improperly amended claim 14 . 

(2) The amendment to claim 15, labeled "currently amended," 
does not comply with 37 CFR 1.121 because the term "image 
developers" in the previously recited phrase "group consisting 
of chargers, image developers and cleaners" (emphasis added) in 
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originally filed claim 15 has been merely deleted without the 

proper markings to indicate deleted text. Applicants have 

improperly amended claim 15 .
